Walking Horse-. 
* 


One ol to «nost desirable and fash- 


ionable gaits' for a horse is a walk, and 
it slionld first be the aim to develop this 
gait in tho handling of the colt. The 
good walker will always make good time 
on the road when n day's journey is to 
be made without wearying hiraaelf, while 
the slow mover mast be constantly kept 
on the trot if time is to be made.* A 
horsi that mil walk five miles an hoar 
will go as far in a day, confined to this 
gait, as an ordinary horse can be 
driven when kept half the time to 
ihe trot, and with much greater 
ease to himself. If one-half the pains 
were taken by farmers' boys to make 
fast walkers of theyoungters on the farm 
that are usually taken to make them 
trot, die result would be much more ben- 
eficial, and we should find plenty of 
teams that could do their five miles an 
hour with ease. But instead of this, as 
soon aa the eolt is bridled, the sole aim 
Of "the boys" is to make a trotter out 
rf him, and both gaits are spoiled. Make 
the colts walk, boys; make them extend 
themselves in a long, sweeping, square 
walk, and don't be satisfied with any- 
thing less than five miles*n hour. When 
he gets to trotting he will go all the fas- 
ter for this preliminary training to the 
walking gait, and if he cannot trot fast 
enough to beat Dexter, or Goldsmith 
Maid, or Occident, he will have a gait 
that is invalnabls for business purposes. 


—Tho Democratic Legislature) of Mis- 


souri, which has at last come forward 
with a bill proposing the destruction of 
the free-school system in the State, can 
find in its wisdom nothing but sectarian 
schools to substitute.

Even uithont aid, the 
Catholic Church has managed to monop- 
olize the education of as large a class as, 
is educated in the public common school1:, 
and it will, of course, lend all its pow- 
erful influence to iavor Democratic legis- 
lation.
